City still awaits 
word on fed funds

The rumor out of Seattle last week was 
that applicants for funds under the 
Public Works Employment Act would be 
getting word this week on their bids for 
federal grants. 
The “word” the city got this week was 
that it probably would be getting 
notification of the disposition of its ap­ 
plications sometime between December 
16 and 29, it was announced today by City 
Administrator Gene L. Wahlers. 
Lompoc has submitted four grant ap­ 
plications seeking a total of nearly $2.8 
million in federal funds for local projects 
which are ready to go once the money is 
approved. 
The applications, a mountain of paper 
work nearly three feet tall, were 
delivered in person to the Economic 
Development Administration’s Western 
regional office in Seattle in October by 
Jack Lam, community development 
director. 


The city’s applications sought $800,000 
for a three million gallon water reser­ 
voir in the southeast section of the city; 
$375,000 for storm drain improvements; 
$1.5 million for a civic center develop­ 
ment in what is now Floresta Park and 
$300,000 for fire station rehabilitation. 


“All of our applications apparently 
passed the technical evaluation of the 
EDA,” Wahlers said — an accomplish­ 
ment that was not achieved by all of 
those entities seeking funds under the 
program. Lam said it was estimated that 
40 per cent of the applications would be 
thrown out on technical grounds 
A representative of the EDA in Seattle 
contacted The Record two weeks ago 
seeking confirmation of details in the ap­ 
plications and asking for additional in­ 
formation. 
Wahlers said the same official has 
made additional inquiries at City Hall, 
giving the Lompoc municipal staff some 
encouragement that the applications are 
at least being seriously considered. 
Wahlers said the city had been advised 
that the EDA will continue to receive ap­ 
plications until December 3, an apparent 
indication that the government is recon­ 
sidering its original procedure of “first 
come, first served” insofar as the 
granting of funds under the $2 billion 
program is concerned. 
“All we can do now is wait.” Wahlers 
said .« 
Last week. Bob Livingston, assistant 
to the city administrator, said it had 
been learned that a city doesn’t make 
any points by making inquiries into the 
status of its applications.

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New Mexican president 
asks for 'production alliance' 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - President­ 
elect Jose Lopez Portillo, taking office 
as the nation’s 60th chief executive, 
called on Mexicans today “to put an end 
to hate, rancor, fear and impatience’’ 
and to join in solving the country’s 
economic crisis with “a democratic 
alliance for production.” 
The inauguration of Lopez Portillo to 
succeed President Luis Echeverría took 
place against a background of heavy 
security. Thousands of policemen were 
called out to prevent any possible 
terrorist attacks. 
Angola gains 
entry into 
United Nations 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Angola 
was admitted as the 146th member of the 
United Nations today by a 116-0 vote of 
the General Assembly, with the United 
States abstaining. 
Although 28 countries were absent, the 
U.S. 
abstention—in protest against 
Cuban presence in the former Por­ 
tuguese African territory—stood alone. 
Angolan F oreign M inister Jose 
Edoardo dos Santos flew from his capital 
of Luanda to be present for his country ’s 
induction. 
Before the day’s end, the Security 
Council planned to recommend Western 
Samoa for admission as the 147th 
member. 
The United States vetoed a council 
recommendation for Angola’s admission 
last June because of the presence of 
Cuban forces in the country. But it ab­ 
stained Nov. 22 when the council voted, 
13-0, to recommend the assembly vote 
Angola into membership. China did not 
participate in the vote 
“We still have serious doubts about the 
true independence of the Angolan 
government,” 
Ambassador 
William 
Scranton told the council “ It is hard to 
reconcile the presence of a massive con­ 
tingent of Cuban troops with the claim 
that Angola enjoys truly independent 
status.” 
Control of the former Portuguese 
colony was contested by China, the 
Soviet Union and the United States, with 
Moscow-backed Cuban troops eventually 
moving in to aid Marxist forces in their 
successful fight for leadership. 


W estern 
S a m o a , 
g r a n te d in ­ 
dependence by New Zealand in 1962, filed 
its application for membership Tuesday. 
The council’s membership committee 
was to report its findings today on the ap­ 
plication to the 15-nation council. No 
hitch was anticipated. 
Western Samoa, four major Pacific 
islands with an area of 1,097 square miles 
and a population of 131,377, is totaled 
north of New Zealand and east of 
Australia. It was a German protectorate 
until the end of World War I. 


The new president told the nation that 
“to regain control of events under pre­ 
sent conditions it will be necessary to 
proceed with austerity, not as a passing 
fad, fashion or temporary disciple 
without any fixed objective, but as a way 


of life that will enable us attain a stable 
and lasting equilibrium.” 
The 56-year-old form er treasury 
secretary officially became president at 
11:07 a m. (9:07 a.m. PST) in the 
National Auditorium 
in 
Chapultepec 
Park, before 5,000 guests including Mrs 
Rosalynn Carter. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and some 1,200 other 
persons invited from abroad. 
T he 
tr a n sfe r of pow er from 
Echeverria occurred when the outgoing 
president removed the red, whit* and 
green sash of the presidency and handed 
it to Congress president August Gomez 
Villanueva, who then draped it over 
Lopez Portillo’s chest amidst tremen­ 
dous applause. 
“Let us strive to put an end to hate, 
rancor, fear and impatience,” the new 
president told the nation in his inaugural 
address that was televised to millions at 
home and abroad. 
He said “the distorted structures, 
selfish abuses and immoral practices we 
have all helped to create must be cor­ 
rected.” and warned that “bickering 
among sectors will not lead us out of 
peril . If we rock the boat and it takes on 
water, we all sink. 
“If we want to continue without a 
shipwreck, our first task is to get hold of 
ourselves and put an end to panic- 
stricken and frantic activity. That is the 
real danger. Let us reject it ” 
Calling for an end to flight capital, 
Lopez Portillo solemnly told the nation 
“ A few of the rich, who export capital, 
and a few of the poor, who export their 
labor, may leave (Mexico), but the rest 
of us are staying, and we can make our 
country a hell or a land where life is 
good. It is in our hands.” 
He said Mexicans must now com­ 
mence “setting aside sectarian interests 
or childish and unfounded fears...(with) 
patriotic firmness.” 
“Such must be the people’s national 
and democratic alliance for production," 
he added. 
Telling the people that “all has not 
been lost with devaluation” — there 
w ere two devaluations in recent 
months— Lopez Portillo called for “effi­ 
ciency and honesty” in his new six-year 
administration and said the nation can 
solve its economic problems with step­ 
ped up production. 
“ Mexico needs to reassert its values, 
its strength and its confidence, that its 
destiny does not depend on monetary 
fluctuations or some magic figure that 
will establish the parity of the Mexican 
peso with foreign currency,” he said. 
"It is essential to stress that our 
development depends on the productive 
efforts of Mexicans themselves; that our 
natural resources have not diminished 
with the devaluation of our currency....”

PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — President-elect 
Jimmy Carter, concerned with rising 
steel and aluminum prices, summoned 
16 economic advisors, including five cor­ 
poration executives, to a meeting today 
for an update report on the economy. 
Press secretary Jody Powell told 
reporters it was “very likely" that 
Carter would select four or five of his top 
administration officials in the economic 
field from the group. 
He said they probably would fill the 
positions of Treasury Secretary, director 
of the Office of Management and Budget, 
chairman of the Council of Economic Af­ 
fairs, Secretory of State for Economic 
A ffairs, and possibly C om m erce 
Secretary. 
Powell said Carter was concerned with 
the 6 per cent rise of steel prices and 
forthcoming aluminum hikes but felt 
powerless to do anything about them. 
In Pittsburgh, Thomas C. Graham, 
president of Jones and Laughlin Steel 
Corp., wired Carter that he and the 
heads of other steel companies were 
willing to come to Plains and “review in 
detail the reasons in creases are 
needed.” 
Powell said no decision had been made 
on whether to accept the steel men’s of­ 
fer. 
Among the participants in today’s 
meeting were several familiar figures 
from the Kennedy and Johnson eras. 


Also scheduled to sit in on the 
economic policy session at Carter’s 
m other's “ pond house” was Vice 
President-elect Walter Mondale. 


Powell also told reporters Carter will 
hold a news conference Thursday or Fri­ 
day. At that time he is expected to an­ 
nounce the appointment of Thomas 
Bertram Lance, president of the 


National Bank of Georgia and a close 
friend, as director of the Office of 
Management and Budget. Powell said 
Lance was also being considered for 
Treasury Secretory, but the budget posi­ 
tion seemed more likely. 


Carter has been preoccupied with par­ 
ing lists of hundreds of names of poten­ 
tial cabinet candidates to what Powell 
called “a manageable number.” 


He spent several hours with chief 
talent scout Hamilton Jordan Monday 
evening discussing future administration 
top level appointments and also has been 


consulting by telephone with Mondale 
and other members of his advisory pan- 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A high- 
ranking South Korean intelligence of­ 
ficer has defected and is cooperating 
with federal law enforcement officials 
here in their investigation of attempted 
bribery of congressmen, sources said to­ 
day. 
“We are attempting to gather evidence 
of criminal violations,” according to a 
high government source close to the in­ 
vestigation. “Kim is cooperating.” 
Korean sources earlier identified the 
official as Sang Keun Kim, 43, who had 
been deputy station chief in Washington 
of the Korean Central Intelligence 
Agency. He is seeking asylum in the 
wake of reported payments to some 70 
members of Congress. 
Kim, the Korean sources said, decided 
to defect following attempts by the South 
Korean government to give the impres­ 
sion that plans to improperly influence 
Congress were carried out by the KCIA 
without the knowledge of President Park 
Chunk Hee. 
Kim, according to the Korean sources, 
was the principal contact for Tongsun 
Park, 
the 
free-spending Korean 
businessman who was the source of the 
South Korean funds to some 70 U.S. con­ 
gressmen. Tongsun Park has left the 
United States and won’t return, the 
sources said. 
Congressional sources said this is part 
of an effort by the Seoul government to 
divert and cover up the U.S. investiga­ 
tion into allegations of improper pay­ 
ments. 
Maj. Gen. Yung Hwan Kim, the station 
chief of the KCIA in Washington, ac­ 
cording to the sources, has also been 
recalled to South Korea, although the 
South Korean Embassy said he is still in 
Washington. His deputy, Sang Keun Kim, 
had been ordered to return home by mid- 
December. 
The removal of the two top KCIA 
agents to South Korea would make them 
unavailable for U.S. investigations into 
the alleged payoffs. But if Sang Keun 
Kim remains in this country and is 
grant*^ political asylum, be would 
presumably be available to testify about 
the alleged payoffs. 
A spokesman for the South Korean 
Embassy said late Tuesday Sang Keun 
Kim had “never asked for political 
asylum,” adding that he “made this 
clear not only to us, but also to the U.S. 
authorities.” 
The South Korean campaign, ac­ 
cording to congressional sources, was 
designed to give the impression that the 
KCIA in Washington was acting on its 
own without the permission of President 
Park 
... 
Donald Ranard, Korean desk officer 
for the State Department between 1970 
and 1974, said “no one could realistically 
believe that the KCIA would make a 
move without Park’s wishes.” 
The State Department, when asked 
about K im ’s request for political 
asylum, refused to comment. The South 
Korean Embassy said Tuesday that Kim 
wasn’t in his office. 


“It is his intention to have a strong 
cabinet,” Powell said, adding that 
Carter expected to give them broad 
autonomous authority. 
Carter will return to Washington for a 
two-day presidential orientation course 
next Wednesday and will spend some 
time at the Pentagon discussing national 
security affairs with policy planners He 
also will m eet with congressional 
leaders and with members of his transi­ 
tion staff headquartered in Washington.

The school board’s district wide needs 
assessment survey was officially under 
way today following a public presenta­ 
tion Tuesday. It is the most massive sur­ 
vey of public opinion on the direction of 
the schools ever undertaken 
Bob T h om p son , d ir e c to r of 
curriculum, aided by seven members of 
a district task force, gave an overview of 
the needs assessment process at a school 
board meeting last night, described the 
details of the operation and outlined 
ways in which the results of the survey 
will be cranked into the curriculum. 
Completion of the whole process is ex­ 
pected by early June 1977. 
An estimated 700 to 800 persons will be 
randomly selected to serve on school at­ 
tendance area committees—as many as 
60 at each of the district’s 16 schools-to 
arrange educational goals according to 
priorities first of all and then to rate the 
district’s current performance on the 
goals. Members of the school commit­ 
tees will meet twice for a total of six to 
eight hours. Results of their work will be 
forwarded to the district committee and 
finally on to the desks of the trustees 
The survey is based on a structured list 
of 18 goals compiled by Phi DelU Kappa 
Inc., and bought by the district for $120— 
two sets of instructional materials at $60 
a copy That cost plus the additional cost 
of duplicating the materials locally for 
all members of the various committees 


will raise the total cost to about $1,000, 
Thompson told the school board last 
night. 
The district will distribute 12,000 
copies of a small district-printed folder 
to explain the basic facts of the survey. 


As previously announced by Thompson 
and trustee Gail Steiger, and printed in 
the Record of Nov. 23 the list of goals in­ 
cludes: How to be a good citizen; and 
gain a general education There are also 
spaces for additional goals generated by 
the school committees. 
In rating current performance, the 
committee members and others can 
choose ratings that range from “ex­ 
tremely poor’ at one extreme to "leave 
as is” or “too much is being done,” at 
the other extreme. In between are 
ratings of “poor” and “fair, but more 
needs to be done.” 


A time flow chart shows the school 
task forces being formed by Jan. 28; the 
school community committees being 
formed by Feb 18; and the first and se­ 
cond meetings of the latter taking place 
by March 11. A survey of teachers and 
students in grades 6,8,11 and 12 will be 
taken by April 1; the schools will report 
results of the needs assessment to the 
district task force by April 15; and a 
statistical analysis of results will be 
developed by April 22 Meanwhile con­ 
current with those actions, the district 
community committee will be formed by 
April I; the first and second meetings of 


the committee will take place by April 
15; a survey of the district staff will be 
taken by April 29; the needs assessment 
analysis will be completed by May 6; a 
final report of the district task force will 
be completed by May 20 and sent to the 
superintendent; and finally results of the 
survey will be made public along with 
plans for translating the goals into 
measurable objectives. 


AF officers' club 
destroyed by blast 


FRANKFURT, Wert Germany (UPI) 
— A mysterious explosion and fire 
destroyed the officers club at the U S 
Air Force’s Rhein-Main air base at 
lunchtime today in what was believed to 
have been a terrorist attack. 


An Air Force spokesman said 18 
persons sustained minor injuries, and 
the club, a one-story wooden frame 
building, was a total loss. Damage was 
estimated at nearly $1 million. The in­ 
jured included eight American Air Force 
firemen and a security guard treated for 
smoke inhalation. 


“The cause is unknown,” Maj. Fred 
Raglan, the base public information of­ 
ficer. said. 
But given the background of terrorist 
boihbings at American military installa­ 
tions the possibility of sabotage was not 
ruled out 
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Standard Oil Company of 
California is contending that

Mailliard said he felt the ap­ 
peal hearing will go beyond the 
two-week time period originally 
set.

Heading the county legal 
team is special counsel Philip 
Rudniok. of Bakersfield. 
The oil company has paid its 
1975 taxes under protest and in­ 
tends to do the same this year, 
said Mailliard.

The starting point in any plan 
to link up scattered South Coast 
oil facilities would be with 
agreement to bring Exxon 
Corp gas and oi! processing in 
to Las Flores Canyon with con­ 
solidated Atlantic Richfield Co.

route into Central Valley and 
onward ” Seen as possibilities 
are the Sohio, ARCO gas 
pipeline and Pt. Conception 
LNG routes. 
— Economics of the proposed 
program will be discussed, in­ 


cluding costs and who will pay 
the bill 
— Pipeline financing would 
be industrywide, with a strong 
effort to get partial state and 
Federal funding. Pipeline sizing 
would be determined on basis of 
production peaks and reserve 
estimates. 
— Public presentations will 
be made along with those of the 
county, state and Federal 
governments and industry. 
The session comes as Exxon 
has incurred a suit filed by the 
state to prevent it from setting 
up an offshore oil processing 
operation in the western Chan­ 
nel, and as ARCO proceeds with 
plans for a major expansion of 
its onshore processing plant at 
Ellwood. Operators of the 
former Burmah Oil and Gas Co. 
facilities upcoast from Goleta 
have also applied for new 
coastal facilities. 
Frost said the county board 
feels that it is incumbent on in­ 
dustry and government to seek 
a viable development plan for 
the channel which will “come 
as close as possible to balancing 
the general public interest we 
serve, the vested financial in­ 
terests of the industry and the 
country s enerjw needs." 
He declared that an es­ 
timated production level of 
200.000 barrels of oil per day by 
the mid 1960s “would seem to 
us to make it economically 
feasible to consider crude tran­ 
sportation via land pipeline in­ 
stead of by tankers, particular­ 
ly if the pipeline costs were as­ 
sumed on an industrywide basis 
and offset by possible financial 
assistance from state and 
federal sources.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board today begins accepting 
petitions for union representa­ 
tion elections for the first time 
since February and officials 
say elections should begin 
within a week. 
Annie Guttierez, executive 
secretary of the board, said five 
regional board offices would 
begin -accepting at the opening 
of business petitions by unions 
seeking to represent farm 
workers. 
Meantime, Fred Heringer, 
president of the California 
Farm Bureau Federation said 
Tuesday growers will probably 
wait until next spring before 
pushing for legislative changes 
in the board s controversial ac­ 
cess rule. 
Mrs. Guttierez said that state 


law requires the elections be 
held within seven days. “But if 
there is only one union seeking 
representation and a small 
number of workers, the first 
one (election) could take place 
within four days.”

Composite economic 
index remains same 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
report that is supposed to 
predict the future direction of 
the economy was unchanged in 
October after two monthly 
declines, the Commerce De­ 
partment said today. 
Government analysts said the 
standstill in the composite 
Index of Leading Indicators 
cannot be interpreted as a sign 
that the recent slowdown in 
economic growth might soon 
reverse Nor is it cause for 
them to rule out a brighter 
economic picture for early 1977. 
Most government and private 
economists have projected a 
growth rate of about 6 per cent 
for the economy in 1977 Those 
estimates were put into ques­ 
tion in recent weeks, however, 
because of a series of reports 
showing an economic slow­ 
down. 
Industrial production fell off 
in both September and October, 
retail sales have been down and 
prices for some wholesale 
goods have dropped because of 
. weak demand. 
* 
The Commerce Department 
said the Index of Leading In­ 
dicators stood at 107.1 in Oc­ 
tober from the 1967 base of 100. 
It was unchanged from 
September when the index fell 
0.9 per cent. This was a revision 


downward from an earlier es­ 
timate of 0.7 per cent. The in­ 
dex dropped 0.8 per cent in 
August. 
The index has accurately 
foreseen rises and falls in the 
economy for more than a 
decade. 
The Commerce Department 
measures 12 sectors of the 
economy in compiling its index. 
Of the 11 available for October, 
seven dropped and four gained. 
Shipments of goods had the 
largest negative impact on the 
index, it said. Plant and equip­ 
m en t sp en d in g had the 
strongest positive influence. 
The strength of plant and 
equipment spending is actually 
a better sign than shipments. 
Capital expenditures involve 
biainess assessment of future 
demand. When spending goes 
up. business is confident. Ship­ 
ments. on the other hand, are 
subject to wide fluctuation. 
Besides shipments, other 
weakening sectors in the index 
included stock prices, new 
orders, building permits and a 
slowdown in the rate of in­ 
crease of certain sensitive 
prices. 
Strong indicators in October 
included a longer average work 
week and a net increase in the 
number of new businesses.

Foy Bryant, president and 
operator of the Mount Vernon 
Memorial Park in Fair Oaks. 
Calif., told fund officials he had 
paid Baron $200,000 to help 
arrange the loan approved by 
the fund's board of governors 
Dec. 12. 1974. 
“This guy Bryant came in 
and wanted a modification of 
his loan.” a fund spokesman 
said. “We looked it over and it 
had an item for $200,000. 
“That's the money I paid Al 


Baron,” Bryant was reported to 
have said 
“ That was the 
money to get the loan.” 
U S. Attorney Samuel K. 
Skinner, in announcing Baron’s 
indictment Tuesday, said pen­ 
sion executive director Daniel 
J. Shannon and other officials 
“cooperated fully” in the in­ 
vestigation Fund officials said 
Bryant's statement about the 
alleged kickback was taken by a 
court stenographer and turned 
over to federal investigators. 
Baron. 51, was named in a 
nine count indictment which ac­ 
cused him of defrauding the 
pension fund, committing fraud 
by using the mails, telephones 
and wires and with understat­ 
ing his income for 1974 when he 
listed $96,264 on his federal 
return 
If convicted, Baron could 
face a maximum 41-year prison 
term and fines of $23,000.

Steel hike 
report 
postponed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability, the inflation monitor­ 
ing arm of the White House, 
postponed release of its report 
today on a 6 per cent price in­ 
crease for flat-rolled steel 
products which went into effect 
at midnight. 
A spokesman said acting 
Director William Lilley III was 
“not satisified” that price hike 
data assembled by the council 
was complete and decided to 
call off a news conference 
scheduled today to release the 
report. 
Lilley had said earlier he ex­ 
pected steel company execu­ 
tives to view the report as 
“ som ew hat e x p lo siv e ,’’ 
because it suggests price in­ 
creases have not been justified 
by current demand for flat- 
rolled steel, a key component of 
consumer items such as cars 
and home appliances. 
Vice President-elect Walter 
Mondale. meanwhile, urged the 
industry today to reconsider the 
price hikes He said the only 
conclusion was that the steel 
firms announced the price in­ 
creases now to take advantage 
of the change in adminis­ 
trations. 
Heads of the steel companies, 
who have estimated the in­ 
creases will raise the nation's 
steel bill $500 million in 1977, 
wired Jimmy Carter Tuesday 
offering to discuss them with 
the President-elect, who has ex­ 
pressed “concern” about the 
hikes through intermediaries 
Mondale, arriving at the 
Albany, Ga., airport to attend 
an economic conference with 
Carter in Plains, said a key 
objective of a “healthy econo­ 
my must be to keep inflation un­ 
der control and steel, of course, 
is basic to that whole objective. 
When you raise the price of 
steel everything goes up. ” 


Last suspect arrested 
in coastal crime spree 


CONCORD, Calif. (UPI) - 
Police early today arrested the 
last suspect in a three-day 
crime spree which left a trail of 
murder, kidnapings and robber­ 
ies over more than half of 
California. 
The apprehension of William 
Caldwell, 26, a former Pitts­ 
burg, Calif., resident, ended an 
intensive dragnet by law en­ 
forcement officers, one of 
whom was wounded during the 
pursuit. 
Already in custody were 
Michael Heide, 34, of Concord; 
Nancy Green, 22, of Pittsburg, 
and Louise Peterson, 23, of 
Salem, Ore. 
Police said Caldwell offered 
no resistance when they found 
him in a trailer east of Concord 
on Marsh Creek Road. He was 
taken about 12 miles from 
where the suspects allegedly 
began their rampage Saturday 
night by kidnaping a 24-year-old 
man. 
Officers said they locked the 
man in the trunk of their car 
while they robbed a liquor store 
and shot and killed the clerk, 
Stuart A. Morris, 33. The 
hostage subsequently escaped 
in Santa Barbara County. 
“This is certainly the most 
active thing we’ve handled 
since the SLA (Symbionese 
Liberation Army),” a Concord 
police spokesman said Tuesday 
night. The supects “ were 
probably on dope ...they had to 
be hyped,” he said. 
From Concord, the two cou­ 
ples led authorities across five 
counties, committing seven 
more kidnapings. at least one 
other robberty and wounding 
sheriff’s deputy Alan Bond, 


police said. 
Heide and Miss Green were 
arrested Monday night by Lake 
County Sheriff’s deputies after 
a 15-mile chase that reached 
speeds of 85 m.p.h. Miss 
Peterson had been arrested 
Sunday after the shootout with 
sheriff's deputies in San Luis 
Obispo County in which Bond 
was wounded. 
Officers said kidnap victims 
were picked up and released as 


the suspects criss-crossed the 
state. 


Caldwell was traced to the 
Concord area Tuesday after a 
man told officers the suspect 
kidnaped him in San Luis 
Obispo County and forced him 
to drive at gunpoint to east of 
San Francisco Bay.

Bandits attack labor 
union office in Belgium 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) 
— Bandits staged a commando- 
style attack on a labor union 
headquarters in downtown 
Brussels today, wounding six 
persons in a wild gun-fight with 
police as they escaped in heavy 
traffic. 
The four bandits, armed with 
tom m yguns and p isto ls, 
sprayed the headquarters of the 
General Federation of Belgian 
Workers with bullets during the 
robbery and fired wildly in their 
escape through a fashionable 
shopping area. 
Police, who originally said 
two persons were killed in the 
robbery, later said six persons, 
including a policeman and a 5- 
year-old girl, were wounded. 
Hospital sources said the girl 
was in critical condition. 
Officials said the bandits took 
an undisclosed amount of 
money in the robbery of 
Belgium's leading socialist 
labor union, a few blocks from 
the city's central square. 


Police, alerted by security 
guards, surprised the bandits as 
they tried to escape. 
As the bandits fled in a white 
sports car, a police car chased 
them to the Avenue Louise, the 
Belgian capital’s busiest shop­ 
ping and business street, where 
they lost the getaway car in 
morning traffic. 
Police said two of the bandits 
storm ed inside the union 
headquarters, wounding a 
security guard and two of about 
a dozen persons lined up to 
collect unemployment pay at a 
third flow office} A union clerk 
was hit in the arm by a bullet 
and the gunmen knocked down 
two other clerks. 
Among those wounded was 
the girl, who was hit in the neck 
by a bullet as she cowered in 
her mother’s arms. 
As they left the building, a 
motorcycle policeman tried to 
stop them 
They shot and 
wounded him in an arm and leg 
and wounded another man. 


CHP 'pot' 
citations 
over 5,000 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
California Highway Patrol, 
while routinely stopping motor­ 
ists for moving violations, so 
far this year handed out more 
than 5,000 tickets for possession 
of small amounts of marijuana, 
officials reported today. 
The citations were issued un­ 
der California’s new liberal­ 
ized marijuana law which went 
into effect 11 months ago. The 
law provides a maximum fine 
of $100 for possession of an 
ounce of “grass” or less. For 
more than an ounce, the fine 
can run as high as $500 plus six 
months in jail. 
CHP Inspector Leonard 
DeGroff said, however, that the 
patrol has launched no concert­ 
ed cam paign to nab the 
suspected marijuana offender. 
“ We certainly have not 
created any special enforce­ 
ment program since enactment 
of the law,” he said. “The 
majority of the citations issued 
were incidental to traffic en­ 
forcement.” 
In the first 10 months of the 
year the patrol issued 5,014 cita­ 
tions for posession of less than 
an ounce and 147 citations for 
more than an ounce. Officials 
said patrolmen made 264 felony 
arrests for persons possessing 
hashish. 
This compared to 4,295 
arrests for possession during 
the same period last year. 
Under the previous law, punish­ 
ment for possession could be 
either a misdemeanor or a 
felony at the discretion of the 
judge. 
DeGroff said citations are is­ 
sued after a highway patrol­ 
man stops a vehicle for a mov­ 
ing violation and the officer 
spots a smoked marijuana 
cigarette in the car or “smells 
the odor of marijuana.” 
The state Department of 
Justice is studying the effects 
of the new law but officials 
were reluctant to discuss 
whether citations this year 
would outnumber arrests in 
1975 
But in Berkeley, the agency’s 
preliminary figures showed, 
citation offenses for possession 
of small amounts of marijuana 
this year were exceeding the 
number of arrests for the same 
offense in 1975.

HONG KONG (U P I) - 
Chinese and Soviet negotiators 
have resumed discussions on 
the sensitive Sino-Soviet border 
dispute but diplomatic analysts 
in Peking said today there was 
little likelihood the talks will 
produce significant results. 


These negotiations began in 
October 1969 after a series of 
border clashes had brought the 
two Communist giants to the 
brink of full-scale war. 


Peking-based diplomats said 
no progress has been made in 
the negotiations, which are be­ 
ing conducted at vice-foreign 
minister level. 


The chief Soviet negotiator. 
Deputy 
Foreign M inister 
Leonid Ilyichev, arrived in Pek­ 
ing last Saturday after an 
absence of about 18 months. His 
first negotiating sessions began 
this week. Peking sources said. 


When the late Chinese Premi­ 
er Chou En-lai and Soviet 
Premier Alexei Kosygin met in 
September 1969 and agreed to 
resume 
negotiations, they 
adopted a three-point formula 


This provided for acceptance 
of the status quo on the 4,500- 
mile border until a permanent 
solution was reached, with­ 
drawal of military forces from 
the border region and negotia­ 
tion of a realignment of the 
border 
Shortly before the first 
negotiating session, the Chinese 
issued a lengthy position paper. 
The key point in this paper — 
and the crux of the problem — 
was what amounts to a demand 
that the Soviet Union admit that 
more than 600,000 square miles 
of territory now held by the 
Soviet Union was stolen from a 
weak and helpless China by the 
Russian czars. 
The Chinese say they do not 
expect the return of that 
territory, acquired by what 
they call 
‘unequal treaties” 
imposed on imperial China 
They say they will consider the 
“ actual conditions” at present 
and take the treaties as the 
basis for an overall settlement. 
The Soviets have indicated 
they would never accept the 
principle of “ unequal treaties.” 
particularly as a basis for pre­ 
sent negotiations 


Diplomatic analysts see no 
prospect of either side budging 
on this crucial issue. They also 
say there is little likelihood for 
a military withdrawal from the 
border region by either side 


country in addition to the West

But the report said decisions 
by West Coast refiners to invest 
in equipment to handle the 
Alaskan oil will be determined 
by the price of the new oil to 
them and that the location of a 
West Coast crude oil terminal 
w ill be determined by en­ 
vironmental laws. 


The price of Alaskan crude to 
the refineries will be deter­ 
mined by means of a formula 
set by law. It depends on tran­ 
sportation costs yet to be fixed 
and Alaska state taxes. 


The report mentioned four 
alternative routes for getting 
the Alaskan crude to the in­ 
terior of the nation. They in­ 
clude:

Texas, 
and connecting with existing 
lines serving refineries in 
Texas and Oklahoma. 


— A proposed Central Ameri­ 
can Pipeline project to be built 
across Guatemala to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Soviet Union is already at work 
on a new generation of intercon­ 
tinental missiles to follow 
models that have recently 
become operational, according 
to administration sources. 
The “ very massive” missile 
development program is evi­ 
dence the Soviet Union is seek­ 
ing strategic superiority over 
the United States despite con­ 
tinued arms negotiations and 
the lim itation agreements 
achieved so far, defense 
sources said Tuesday. 
According to administration 
sources, indications from a 
variety of intelligence reports 
are that the new weapons are 
aimed at achieving greater ac­ 
curacy and higher payloads, 
with the possibility they might 
be used with some sort of 


mobile launcher system instead 
of permanent silos. 
They would form a “ fifth 
generation” of Russian mis­ 
siles designed to follow the 
SS17. SS18 and SS19 rockets that 
are now being placed in the 
1.600ICBM launchers the Soviet 
Union is allowed under the 
SALT I agreement. 
The United States has started 
early development stages of its 
own “ fourth generation” mis­ 
sile. the MX, which would be 
ready for service around the 
same time as the new Russian 
m issiles in the 1980's if 
Congress approves. 
The new Russian missile 
programs are one of the factors 
considered in a new National 
Security Council review of U.S.- 
Soviet relations that's sche­ 
duled this week. 


PTA asked to b o yco tt

PITTSBURGH (U PI) - John 
Pittenger, 
Pennsylvania’s 
secretary of education, has 
called on the 6.5 million- 
member 
National Parent 
Teachers Association to lead a 
boycott of television shows that 
include a regular diet of 
violence 
Testifying at the first of eight 
regional hearings called by the 
National PTA on television 
violence. Pittenger said Tues­ 
day a boycott “ will be as effec­ 
tive as parents make it.” 
“ If parents are indeed serious 
about eliminating offensive 
violence from television, they 
must refuse to watch such 
programming and use their 
parental authority to prevent 
their children from doing so,” 
he said. 
Pittenger. a lawyer, cau­ 
tioned against depending on the 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission to bar television 
violence 
“ The decision earlier this 
month by the Federal District 
Court in Los Angeles striking 
down the fam ily hour, if 
sustained on appeal, is the 
death blow. I believe, to 


governmental restrictions on 
television programming.” 
Stressing that the PTA faces 
a difficult task. Pittenger said. 
“ What you are attempting to do 
is to uproot a commitment to 
violence and violent entertain­ 
ment that runs very deep in the 
American people.” 
Another witness, however, 
said television programming 
has improved. 
Estelle Gould, director of 
community affairs for WTAE- 
TV in Pittsburgh, suggested 
tuning in television program­ 
ming for children.

SMID rejects SBA plea 
for parking needs study 


A request by the zoning and 
architectural committee of the 
Solvang Business Assn., that 
the Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District directors, acting 
as the board of Parking District 
No. 1, institute a parking need 
and cost study received a 
negative response Monday 
night. 
A lth o u g h SM ID b o a rd 
chairman Leslie Wilkes in­ 
dicated the district “ would 
cooperate in furnishing data for 
compilation of a study,” he 
declared that “it was not the 
role of the board to campaign 
for more parking lots.” 
He was joined by fellow board 
members in the opinion that in­ 
put for additional parking 
facilities should come from the 


business community. 
Jack Larsen, incoming presi­ 
dent of the SBA, cited a number 
of areas which the committee 
believed deserved study. They 
included provisions of tour bus 
parking facilities along Alisal 
Road, 
consideration of ad­ 
ditional public parking lots with 
their location geographically 
balanced in the east, west and 
middle of town, development of 
Oak Street as a main traffic 
artery and extension of Atter- 
dag Road to Oak Street. 
Listed by Larsen as possible 
sites for new parking lots were 
those along Alisal Road south of 
the Solvang Post Office, across 
from the Dolphin Club on Oak 
Street and on property at the 
west end of town. 


Referring to the parking of 
buses diagonally along Alisal, 
L eo 
M a th ia s e n , 
SM ID 
secretary-manager, said such a 
proposal is still being checked 
by the county. Plan now, he 
noted, was to have the buses 
back into the parking lanes 
along Alisal and added that an 
answer from the county traffic 
engineer should be forthcoming 
within a few days. 
“Safety is their chief con­ 
sideration,” Mathiasen said. 
Earl Petersen, head of the 
SBA architectural committee, 
said he had hoped that SMID 
would take the lead in compil­ 
ing the study material “or at 
least work jointly with the com­ 
mittee."

"by a double or even three tier 
arrangement.” 
Petersen said engineering of 
such a plan would be difficult to 
achieve because of sizes of the 
lots. He declared they were 
“ too narrow for c ircu lar 
ramps," and stated he was op­ 
posed to any parking facility 
which would be above ground 
because it would destroy the 
Danish village atmosphere of 
the community. 
Wilkes said the present park­ 
ing lots were built in 1965 at a 
cost of $610.000 and said any 
development today would easily 
equal or exceed that figure. 
Petersen said he felt that 
because the assessed value of 
the district had increased 
three-fold to about $5 million 
since the district was first 
formed, there should be suf­ 
ficient tax base to generate 
funds for the creation of ad­ 
ditional facilities. 
Mathiasen pointed out that 
the district was operating on a 
sound fiscal basis and that after 
m eeting its obligations of 
bonded indebtedness payments 
and maintenance of the lots, the 
district had little surplus funds. 
He noted too that the district 
tax rate had dipped this year 
from $1.45 to 95 cents. 
Director Tom Nielsen com­ 
mented that should additional 
facilities be considered, a 
method different than the 
protest process for property 
owner approval and the im­ 
plementation of eminent do­ 
m ain proceedings for the 
acquisition of lots sites as was 
the case in 1966, be utilized.

LONDON (U P I) - The Labor 
government has embarked on 
one of the biggest constitutional 
changes in British history — 
limited home rule for Scotland 
and Wales. 
Its aim, it says, is to dampen 
demands for complete in­ 
dependence by nationalists in 


both countries and thus prevent 
the breakup of the United 
Kingdom. 
"If we did not have devolu­ 
tion (of powers) proposals of 
this nature, the danger of a 
breakup of the United Kingdom 
would be even greater," Micha­ 
el Foot, leader of the House of 
Congressional probe 
of Marine KKK asked 


SAN DIEGO (U PI) - Ku 
Klux Klan activities at the 
Camp Pendleton Marine base 
warrant a Congressional in­ 
quiry, according to an Urban 
League leader. 
" I think that this has all the 
makings of another coverup un­ 
til we pull the covers off," said 
Clarence Pendleton Jr., ex­ 
ecutive director of the San 
Diego Urban League. 
The demand Tuesday was 
made following disclosure of a 
Ku Klux Klan group on the base 
after a fight in which seven 
white Marines were attacked 
and stabbed with screwdrivers. 
Pendleton said he is trying to 
get Congressman Lionel Van 
Derlin, D-Calif., interested in 
such an investigation. 


The Marine Corps said it is 
transferring some of the KKK 
members to other bases, but 
Pendleton said that will do 
nothing "except fan the fla­ 
mes.even among white folks.” 


There are 27,000 Marines 
stationed at Camp Pendleton. 
Officials found a list in the 
barracks with names of 16 


Marine members of the Klan. 
Other reports indicate that was 
just the officers, and there may 
be as many as 100 members. 
Existence of the Klan became 
known following the Nov. 13 at­ 
tack in which at least 13 blacks 
attacked a group of seven 
whites thought to be conducting 
a Klan meeting in a Marine 
harrarks 
Base o fficia ls in itia lly 
refused to confirm the ex­ 
istence of the KKK, or to admit 
any of them were being 
transferred, until the Urban 
League made the information 
public. Pendleton complained 
that his group was not permit­ 
ted to meet with Marine of­ 
ficers on the base and that 
names of the Klan members 
were not publicized, as were 
the names of the arrested 
blacks. 
Some weapons were recove­ 
red, a Marine spokesman said, 
during a search of the barracks

Cargo ship 
sinking with 
25 crewmen 


NEW ORLEANS (U PI) - 
The Liberian cargo ship Melias 
is sinking in the Gulf of Mexico 
with at least 25 crewmen 
aboard, the Coast Guard said 
today. 
Assistant Coast Guard duty 
officer Tom Armstrong said the 
ship’s master reported the 
3.372-ton vessel could only stay 
afloat for another three to four 
hours 
The Melias was sinking about 
300 miles due south of Port 
Isabel, Tex., Armstrong said. 
He said seas in the area were 
five to six feet and the wind was 
blowing at approximately 10 
knots 
Armstrong said a Coast 
Guard plane was circling the 
stricken ship but it would be at 
least eight hours before a 
another vessel could get to the 
area. 
"His No. 3 hold is completely 
full," he said, "The master of 
the vessel is really unsure how 
long he can stay afloat. He es­ 
timates three to four hours He 
did say he has 25 crewmen 
aboard." 
The Melias radioed the Coast 
Guard at 5 p m (CST) that the 
ship was taking water, then 
radioed again at 10 p m that 
the crew would have to abandon 
ship. 
At 12 30 a m the crewmen 
were still aboard, the Coast 
Guard said

Los Angeles city officials said 
that the law requires taxi firms 
to hold valid insurance or post a 
1700.000 bond, and they have no 
authority to waive the require­ 
ment. 
Yellow Cab holds exclusive 
franchises in Los Angeles to 
serve most of the city, making 
about 8.000 trips a day. The 
biggest impact was expected to 
come at the Los Angeles Inter­ 
national Airport, where Yellow 
Cab carried 80 to 90 per cent of 
taxi passengers and operated 
bus service to the San Fernando 
Valley 
Yellow Cab operated 250 of 
the 289 taxis in San Diego

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Brown administration opposing 
gas tax hike for highway plans

“ It’s a tax increase and we’re 
not very happy about tax in­ 
creases.” Bell said. 


Mills. Senate president pro 
tern and a San Diego Demo­ 
crat, previously sponsored 
similar legislation that was op­ 
posed by Gov.

Brown Jr . and ultim ately 
defeated in the Assembly. 
Mills said he would introduce 


next week legislation to “ tem­ 
porarily” increase the gasoline 
tax.

Ordered to prison 
Barnes loses 


Fidrych top rookie 
in AL by landslide 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. 
<UPI> - All 
Marvin Barnes wants to do now is take 
an unpleasant experience looming in his 
future and put it into his past. 
Barnes, whose basketball talents once 
promised to get him out of the ghetto into 
the good life, was ordered Tuesday to 
serve one year in prison because an un­ 
loaded handgun was found in his luggage 
at Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 


Superior Court Judge Anthony A Gian- 
nini ruled the former American Basket­ 
ball Association Rookie of the Year was 
in violation of parole imposed in a 1974 
assault case. 
“I told the lawyer just to let me do my 
time and not to appeal it. It didn’t work 
out here so I’m ready to go tomorrow if 
that's the way it’s got to be,” said 
Barnes after the ruling. 
In 1974, Barnes was convicted of as­ 


saulting former Providence College 
teammate Lawrence Ketvirtis with a 
tire iron and given a one-year suspended 
sentence and three years’ probation 
- Giannini 
revoked 
the suspended 
sentence 
Defense attorney Alton Wiley said 
Barnes would be eligible for parole after 
serving four months of the term. He said 
he may seek to have the sentence stayed 
until after the basketball season is com­ 
pleted 
Barnes was picked up by the Detroit 
Pistons when the ABA and NBA merged, 
but has played only a few minutes so far. 
He was attempting to catch a flight Oct. 
9 when the gun, which he said he was 
carrying for a girlfriend, was dis­ 
covered. 
Giannini said Barnes impeached 
himself in testimony because of inconsis­ 
tent statements earlier in the day.

South Pas. has 23 wins in row, 
Braves' stats impressive, too

The most impressive statistic con­ 
nected with Friday night’s Lompoc- 
South Pasadena football game is 23 
That’s how many consecutive foot­ 
ball games the South Pasadena 
Tigers have won. 
But there are some other in­ 
teresting numbers involved in the 
game. 
Here are some stats: 
The Braves have won 10 games in 
a row, tying a school record (set in 
1970). 
Lompoc has scored 236 points this 
season and given up 96. South 
Pasadena, by com parison, has 
scored 230 points and yielded 71, 


playing a schedule that is at least as 
tough as Lompoc’s. 
Those 236 Lompoc points make 
this year’s Braves the fourth highest 
scoring team in the school’s history 
(tops was 306 by the 69 team). 
Of the Lompoc Braves’ individual 
stats, probably the most unique is 
Richard Aguilar’s kick blocking. 
Aguilar has blocked three punts and 
two PAT kicks this 
season. Last 
year he blocked four punts and two 
PAT kicks. That gives him 11 
blocked kicks in two seasons. 
Calvin Boler has rushed for 1,245 
yards this season, just 27 yards 
short of his prolific output of ’75. In 
his three-year career at Lompoc, 
Calvin has rushed for 2,660 yards in 


502 attempts, a 5,3 average. (Stats 
for one game in his sophomore year 
are not available.) 
In seven playoff games over the 
last three seasons, Boler has rushed 
for 411 yards. 
Mike Walker, who has cleared the 
way for many of those Boler yards, 
has managed to pick up 359 yards 
himself this season, even though he 
missed at least two full games. 
Boler has scored 13 touchdowns 
this season; Walker has six; and 
tight end Jerry Tolstad has four. 
Quarterback Steve McMillan is 31- 
for-65 passing, for 448 yards, four in­ 
terceptions, and eight touchdowns. 
Another fact: the Braves have a 


perfect punt reception record this 
season. They have bobbled a couple, 
but haven’t lost any.

Inventor strives to convert rotary motion 


By DICK KLEINER 
HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
It’s a long way from Butcher 
Holler, in Eastern Kentucky, 
to a suite in the Century Plaza 
Hotel here, but Loretta Lynn 
has made it. As the un­ 
crowned queen of country 
music, she’s made a lot more, 
too. 
But there's still a lot of the 
backwoods girl in Loretta 
Lynn, and chances are that’s 
the way she’ll stay. She 
paddles around her room 
barefoot 
(although her 
toenails are polished) and she 
peppers her speech with a lot 
of Kentucky phrases. 
She’s short, dark-haired, 
stocky. She’s unpretentious 
and friendly. And, on the 
strength of her way with a 
country ballad, she’s also very 
rich. 
She even owns a whole town 
— H u rrican e M ills, in 
Tennessee. That’s far from 
all. Being the uncrowned 
queen of country music is a 
financially rewarding posi­ 
tion. 
“ I have a chain of western 
stores in Tennessee,” she 
says. “ A dude ranch. I own 
some of Memphis’ electricity 
and Knoxville’s water. Oh. 
Lordy, I can’t remember what 
all.” 
B e sid e s her home in 
T ennessee, Lynn has a 
“ place” in Mexico, about 80 
miles from Mazatlan. But she 
rarely sees either home. Most 
of her life is spent travelling 
around in her $200.000 bus, go­ 
ing from engagem ent to 
engagement. 
The back part of the bus has 
been converted into a room 
for her, but most nights she 
sleeps in motels. She only 
sleeps in the bus when they 
have to travel at night to 
make the next engagement 
She’s been doing this for 
years, averaging a few nights 
a month at home, the rest of 
the time out on the road The 
pace is beginning to tell. 
“ I think,” she says, that I 
can only take it another two. 
three years The pace is too 
much, being away from home 
and from my kids I’d like to 
quit now, but I feel an obliga­ 
tion to keep at it some more 
There are, she explains, two 
obligations One is to her fans, 
who want to see her in person 
The other is to the people who 
booked her in her early years, 
when she was struggling up 
the country music ladder. 
They helped her when she 
needed help. She figures now. 
when she can return the favor, 
she owes them a debt. 
So Lynn keeps on singing, 
keeps on travelling around in 
her bus, keeps on making 
millions 
Strangely, she 
spends very little on herself 
“ I deny myself things.” she 
says. “ I’ll go into a dress shop 
with a girl, one of the back-up 
singers on my show The girl 
will spend a lot of money on 
her gowns, but I’ll buy the 
cheaper ones. The girl will 
buy $10 eyelashes and I’ll buy 
$1.50 eyelashes 
“ That’s just the way I am. 
When you’re dirt poor as a 
child, it comes hard to spend 
money later on, even when 
you have it.” 
But, she says, she denies 
her family nothing She’ll buy 
her husband. Doo, expensive 
gifts and the same for her 
children 
She tells the story of her im­ 
poverished childhood in 
g r a p h ic t e r m s in her 
autobiography (with George 
Vecsey) called “ Loretta 
Lynn: 
Coal 
M in e r ’ s 
Daughter ” 
She married at 14, quickly 
had the first four of her six 
children At 16, she was pick- 
ing 
s t r a w b e r r i e s 
in 
Washington state And it was 
there, a few years later, that 
she first sang professionally 
- for $12. 
“ I had no education,’ she 
says “ A lot of horse sense but 
no book learning. I wish now 
that I had gone to school some 
more. 1 liked what little 
schooling 1 had 
Perhaps her biggest disap­ 
pointment is that her children, 
who could have gone on to 
higher education, never did 
She could have afforded to 
send them anywhere.

— Every now and then part- 
time inventor Richard Foster 
turns to his rotary motion con­ 
verter and muses at the pos­ 
sibility of flight without jets, 
wings or propellers. 


“ Thinking ahead you may not 
need a multi-story Saturn to get 
things into space,” he said. 


Foster hesitates to apply the 
term “ antigravity’’ to his 
patented idea, preferring to 
describe it as “ converting 
rotary motion into unidirection- 


al motion.” 
“The gravity is still there but 
you are overcoming it,” said 
Foster, a 55-year-old chemical 
engineer. 
The idea is to harness the 
equal and opposite forces erf 
spinning gyroscopes forced out 
of their natural plane of rota­ 
tion. The harnessed force then 
can be concentrated in any 
direction to provide locomo­ 
tion. 
“ It would be a third way to 
go,” he said. "The other two 
are push-pull, or eject mass 


such as a jet or rocket.” 
Foster has spent 14 years of 
part-time work developing the 
idea, getting help on model con­ 
struction from a brother and a 
machinist nephew. 


His primitive models use 
gyroscopes powered by electric 
motors at the end of a rotating 
arm inside a rectangular 
frame. By a system of clutches 
and switches the thrust of the 
spinning gyroscopes is har- 


nessed through one half of each 
rotation to provide motiori in 
the same direction. 
None of his existing models 
works because of a variety of 
mechanical problems, but a 
land model reached four miles 
per hour before it flew apart, he 
said. 


Flight is a long way off. 
“ It still needs experimental 
work," he said. “ It’s true there 
are a lot of skeptics but there 


are not as many as there have 
been." 
He said scientists at Louisia­ 
na State University and Texas 
A&M have expressed in­ 
terest. 
“ I’m surprised the govern­ 
ment hasn’t expressed an in­ 
terest.” he said. 
Foster said the concept is an 
amplification of existing princi­ 
ples and is valid enough to 
deserve intensive study.

LAS VEGAS. Nev (UPI) - 
Jimmy Carter, with his peanut 
farm and southern background, 
is going to bear the brunt of a 
lot of presidential jokes, said 
impressionist-comedian 
Rich 
Little 
Carter is one of the newest 
additions to Little’s repertoire 
of famous people 
“It’s going to be a big voice 
that’s instantly recognizible,” 
he said, giving a Carter imita­ 
tion followed by a wide, toothy 
grin 
“ During his first few 
press conferences. I thought he 
spoke-in a low monotone But 
later during the debates. I dis­ 
covered he paused a lot, 
emphasized his words and had 
an accent " 
Little said he didn’t start his 
Jimmy Carter imitation and 
jokes until he realized the 
President-elect was a definite 
contender for the country’s 
highest office. 
“I hope his promises don’t 
stick to the roof of his mouth.” 
is just one of his many Carter 
jokes. 
Little is a study in concentra­ 
tion when he goes into his 
copycat routines Besides the 
voice, he takes on the man­ 
nerisms of the person he is im­ 
itating 
No gesture is left out, from 
the 23 different movements of 
Johnny Carson to the wrinkled 
brow, sagging jowls and two- 
finger victory salute of former 
President Richard Nixon. 
“Politicians are easy to do 
because they're always saying 
dumb things.” Little said, 
“ People laugh at politicians 
because they’re supposed to be 
so wise. 


“ It’s fun trying to mimic 
politicians I guess Nixon was 
the all-time favorite with my 
audiences, and he was the 
penultimate caricature 
That 
husky voice, darting eyes and 
hunched up look gave me a lot 
to work with 
“Of course, you’ve got to take 
a humorous approach to that 
sort of thing and it’s surprising 
how much humor I was able to 
get out of Watergate ” 
L ittle said the toughest 
person to copy was President 
Gerald Ford. He said it took 
awhile before he realized the 
Ford secret. 
“The key to doing Ford is to 
speak through firmly clenched 
jaws He was the least imitated 
President of all tim e.” he said. 
He said the President is so 
nondescript that most comedi­ 
ans tell Ford jokes just by trip­ 
ping 
“ Ford is the toughest one in 
my repertoire.” Little said 
“ There is nothing really 
distinctive about his voice. He’s 
so bland. Carter is going to be 
an entirely new source of mate­ 
rial.” 
Little said Carter has the 
most recognizable voice since 
John F Kennedy and Nixon. 
As a Canadian. Little is non­ 
partisan and says he tries to 
give both sides equal time.

Injuries from unsafe or im­ 
properly used toys cannot 
always be treated with a band- 
aid and a hug. Over 170,000 peo­ 
ple each year are treated in 
hospital emergency rooms for 
toy related injuries, and note 
that this figure does not include 
those injuries treated at home, 
by private doctors, or at clinics. 
The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission is doing 
something about the problem 
by banning unsafe toys (over 
1,600 since 1969) and by 
educating parents in toy safety, 
because only parents can see 
which toys come into the home 
and how they are used. 
First among the parent’s 
responsibilities is CAREFUL 
SELECTION 
Read the labels. Look for age 
recommendations, make sure 
painted toys are labeled “non­ 
toxic” , fabric toys, tents, etc.

are flame retardant or resis­ 
tant and that stuffed toys and 
dolls are washable, hygenic 
materials. 
A toy should have solid con­ 
struction. Those made of brittle 
plastic, glass or soft metal can 
be easily broken, exposing 
dangerous, sharp edges. Poorly 
constructed stuffed toys may 
have button eyes, that can come 
off and be swallowed (choked 
on) or put in ears and noses, 
and the tiny pellets used as stuf­ 
fing can also be swallowed 
should the seams open. 
Be careful of toys making 
loud noises. Toy caps and some 
other noise making guns and 
toys can produce sounds at 
noise levels that can damage 
hearing. Those that do must 
carry warnings on the label. 
Look for sharp points. Aside 
from the obvious ones, there 
are often hidden ones, such as 
the axle on a truck should 
the w heels com e off and 
pins and staples in dolls’ clothes 
and hair. 
Some stuffed toys are con­ 
structed with wire that can 
b e c o m e 
e x p o se d 
and 
dangerous. Avoid sharp points 
' on projectile toys such as darts, 
arrows and flying toys, which 
can injure eyes in particular. 
Be especially cautious with 
electrical toys. They can cause 
shock and bums if improperly 
used or constructed. Those with 
heating elements should not be 
used by children under the age 
of eight. 


Consider the child’s age, 
maturing and ability. In addi­ 
tion to choosing toys suitable 
for the child’s age, make sure 
that a younger child does not 
have access to a toy belonging 
to an older brother or sister

that might cause him injury. 
The parent must also instruct 
children in PROPER USE. 


Teach children how to play 
safely with toys, not to use 
them as weapons, for example. 
With electrical toys, provide 
detailed safety lessons. If direc­ 
tions come with a toy make 
sure the child understands 
them. Supervise children as 
much as possible, especially 
pre-school age. 
Teach your child to PUT 
AWAY TOYS when they are not 
in use. Any toy laying around is 
a potential hazard. It may be 
tripped over, it may get broken 
or rusted and it may fall into 
the wrong hands of younger 
children. Toy boxes should not 
have hinges that can pinch or 
sever fingers or heavy lids that 
can also sever fingers, fall on a 
child’s head or neck, which 
could cause damage and even 
death, and try to avoid sharp 
corners. Make sure a child can­ 
not become trapped inside and 
possibly suffocate. Toy boxes 
made of heavy cardboard are 
better than wooden ones. 
MAINTAIN AND REPAIR 
your child’s toys. 
Check them periodically to 
make sure they are still in good 
condition and fix them at once 
if they are not. 
DISPOSE of broken, un­ 
repairable toys that can cause 
damage, at once. All plastic 
wrappings that come on toys 
should also be thrown away at 
once.

A new lead singer, a new 
drummer, and a new ap­ 
proach by producer (and sax 
player) Castilio: “We’re onto 
the singles thing.

His light, Latin pianistic touch 
accented the trumpet and 
tenor sax he preferred, in a 
way that got you to move 
before you knew it. His com­ 
position, “ Song For My 
Father" is perhaps the best 
known from that period, and it 
is deserving of its classic 
status, but “Cookin’ At The 
Continental” and “Silver’s 
Serenade” among others, still 
hold up well. Horace is still 
cooking. 


“Silver ’N Brass,” his latest 
record, is true to the time- 
honored Silver style, even 
with a fuller horn section. The 
result is a mini-big band sound 
that swings with the easy in­ 
terplay of his old quintets 
“The Sophisticated Hippie," 
is Silver’s musical tribute to 
the late Duke Ellington, and 
along with Stevie Wooder’* 
“Sir Duke,” it is a distinguish­ 
ed one. “Kissin’ Cousins," a 
real mover, is another good 
reason why “Silver ’N Brass" 
is a worthwhile addition to 
your record collection.

CBs becoming theft-proof 


ntovani fans alike, 
strokes soft as 
velvet. . . 
Now there’ll be a rock and 
roll version of the 1931 film,

CB radios are becoming more than just little boxes under 
the dashboard, and the rising crime rate has a lot to do with 
the new look. 


Thefts of CB radios have skyrocketed with the growth of the 
CB’s use. Those little radios are easy to steal in most cases — 
just pop open the door, turn a couple of screws and out they 
come. 


The same people who made small fortunes stealing stereo 
tape players five years ago have turned their evil talents to 
CBs. The rip-offs have forced insurance companies to drop 
automatic coverage on CBs installed in cars. 


In most cases, a car owner has to pay extra for CB coverage 
and the annual premium can run $25 and more. 


A new generation of almost theft-proof CB radios has 
developed, with two types growing in popularity. 


One is installed in the dashboard just like the regular AM 
radio, and in some cases manufacturers have conbined the 
AM-FM radio or tape player with the CB for a compact 
entertainment-communications package. 


The other type of new-breed CB comes in two parts. The 
guts of the radio — the transistors, diodes and wiring — are in 
a box mounted in the trunk or under the seat. In the passenger 
compartment is either a control head with volume, squelch 
and channel knobs or a microphone that has all the controls 
built-in. Wires connect the two pieces. 


Automobile manufacturers are counting heavily on the 
built-in dashboard models, and they’re offering them as op­ 
tions on 1977 cars. The radios come complete with nice gim­ 
micks including a feature that overrides regular broadcast 


als with any strong CB traffic. 
. .. 
the radio, of course, is still in clear view. But it s infinitely 
harder to remove. A thief would have to dismantle the entire 
dashboard to remove the radio, and that wouldn’t be worth the 
risk. 


The two-part radio is not a new concept. Most commercial 
two-way radios and mobile telephones come in two parts 
because the electronic parts are too bulky to place under the 
dashboard. 


It’s more trouble to install a two-piece radio, but like the 
built-in model it’s also nearly impossible to steal. The control 
head would be simple enough to take, but it s no good withou 
the transceiver stuffed away in the trunk. 


We’ve been asked which is the best to buy, and our only rep­ 
ly is that they’re both good deals. The standard under-dash 
models are okay if the owner plans on taking them out every 
time the car is unattended — including at home. Most people, 
though, have trouble forming that habit. 


The second-generation CBs, of course, are trouble to install 
unless they’re bought in a new car. Installation in either case 
would cost at least $25 and tie up the car for an hour or more. 


And they cost more, too. A two-part radio can cost ten to 25 
per cent more than regular units, and the built-in system with 
an AM-FM combo can often double the price of regular CBs. 


But you can see the advantages if you compare that with the 
cost of buying a second unit after the first is stolen, or paying 
$35 a year more in insurance premiums for five years. 
There will always be a market for under-dash units, but they 
are becoming one of several alternatives instead of the only 
game in town.It’s a change that can be appreciated by 
everyone but the professional CB thief.

The 
Grunwick Company is a moderate-size 
film-processing firm located in London. 
It has been non-union forever, and a re­ 
cent election reaffirmed the desire of the 
majority not to join the union. But the 
minority struck, never mind the law. 
And persuaded other unions to harass the 
plant. 
Even so, the Grunwick Company went 
doggedly on. Then the unions thought of a 
heretofore unused weapon: enlist the 
help of the Union of Post Office Workers. 
Now that Postal Union refuses to deliver 
mail to the struck plant. Since most of 
the business comes in, and goes out, by 
mail, the isolation is economically 
asphyxiative. This brought howls of out­ 
rage in the House of Commons — the 
whole thing is in the style of Indira 
Ghandi — but the governm ent’s 
spokesman in the House of Commons, 
while deploring the union’s illegal act, 
said that after all there wasn’t much the 
government could do about it. It was like 
Allende back in 1973, advising the Parlia­ 
ment that there wasn't anything he could 
do to obey the orders of the courts. 
Presumably that would be the same 
answer if, let us say, the Postal Union 
voted tomorrow to decline to circulate 
the anti-socialist views of the Daily 
Telegraph. What the Germans weren't 
able to do in England in 1940, the English 
are doing to themselves. 
Occasionally, leaders of the Labour 
Party remonstrate. “For too long, said 
Mr. Callaghan at the annual Conference 


of the Labour Party, "this country has 
trodden the primrose path and borrowed 
money from abroad to maintain our stan­ 
dard of living. For too long Britain has 
lived on borrowed money, borrowed 
ideas, and borrowed tim e.” 
For this he was greeted with chill; and 
his colleague Mr. Healey, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, was booed for similar 
sentiments. Perhaps to demonstrate an 
extra-forensic solidarity, Healey then 
went on to demand yet another loan from 
the International Monetary Fund, 
without which, he said, the economic 
consequences might be so grave there 
would be "rioting in the streets.” 
Now all this is being egged on by the 
militant socialists. “I would favor a 
seige economy cutting ourselves off 
from the rest of the world,” Alan Fisher 
of the Public Employes’ Union said. Tom 
Jackson, the leader of the Postal 
Workers 
Union had a more highly 
elaborated tactical approach. We should 
tell the IMF: "Either bail us out or we 
go down, pulling half the developed 
world with us.” 
If it is as grisly as that the Labour 
Government cannot govern. Its alter ego 
— the Trade Unionists 
are simply un­ 
concerned. The opposition is less than 
eager to take power, because to take it in 
the absence of an overwhelming con­ 
sensus against the unionists could lead to 
anarchy. The only hope is for the 
repudiation of the militant union leaders 
by the Frankensteins who gave them 
their power.

. Dear Sir, 
Recently I read an article by Jon L. 
Mills, executive director for The Center 
for Responsible Government. He said 
that state and local governments were 
becoming increasingly disturbed by the 
"strings” attached to federal funds they 
receive. They well shouiu be, but may I 
ask what is new and what do they ex­ 
pect? As far back as 1943, in the case of 
Wickard vs. Filbum, the supreme court 
decided that "It is hardly lack of due 
process for the government to regulate 
that which it subsidizes.' 
I submit that federal grants or sub­ 
sidies. in whatever form, are nothing 
less than a gigantic fraud perpetrated 
upon the American people by the very 
conspirators who daily impose more 
restrictions upon them while piously 
making verbose declarations to the con­ 
trary. It is largely by means of these 
fed era l “ give a w a y s’’ that our 
republican form of government is being 
undermined and our constitution cir­ 
cumvented. 
These grants are a form of blackmail, 
the victims of which are pressured into 
paying ransom (in the form of matching 
funds) in order to recover a small por­ 
tion of that which was rightfully theirs to 
begin with. Even so, these monies are 
not returned to those from whom they 
were taken, to do with as they see fit, but 
are delivered into the hands of lesser of­ 
ficials who then use them to finance 
programs for which their constituents 
would refuse to pay had they any choice 
in the matter. 
Think about that. Fraud, by definition, 
is deceit; trickery; cheating; intentional 
deception to cause a person to give up 
property or some lawful right. Our 
government, which has run up the 
national debt to an astronomical figure, 
and increases this annually by con­ 
tinuous deficit financing, has no revenue 
to share. It can only share its debt, and 
this it does by allowing state and local 
governments, via the grant or subsidy 
route, to spend beyond their revenues, a 
practice in which they could not 
otherwise engage. 
With the myriads of investigation com­ 
missions created by every level of 
government, ostensibly for the purpose 
of unearthing and correcting unfair prac­ 
tices, one might think that at least one 
would be for the purpose of shedding 
light on the revenue sharing swindle. He 
might think that, even hope for it, but 
only if he were naive to the point of being 
fatuitous If any such salutary exposure 


is to be accomplished, it will have to be 
done by the victims, not by those who 
have vested interest in perpetuating the 
status quo. 
For the past eighteen years the leading 
organization exposing this and other 
frauds has been the much maligned John 
Birch Society. It just might be wiser to 
investigate than to castigate.

WASHINGTON — The em battled

nation’s weak gun control laws. 
During the Nixon years, Watergate 
figure G. Gordon Liddy tried to disman­ 
tle ATF’s gun enforcement program 
a lt o g e t h e r . 
T he 
agency was also beset 
w ith 
in te r n a l 
problems. Gun con­ 
trols were virtually ig­ 
nored, therefore, until 
a few months ago. 
Now the ATF has 
started to crack down 
again on gun law 
violators. Just last 
month, for example, 
ATF agents seized 
more than 1,000 illegal 
guns in an eight-state 
raid. 
Yet already, this 
belated gun enforce­ 
ment drive is facing a 
new ob stacle. The 
ATF’s parent agency, the Treasury 
Department, is quietly trying to shake up 
the ATF before the Democratic takeover 
in January 
Our sources say the proposed shake up 
will de-emphasize field investigations of 
gun law violators. Right now, dozens of 
special agents are being ordered to 
relocate or resign during the final weeks 
of the Ford administration. The effect of 
all this, according to trusted sources, 
will be to hamper future gun enforce­ 
ment efforts. 
The reorganization was vigorously op­ 
posed by the ATF’s veteran chief, Rex 
Davis. But in late October, he received a 
stern, private memo from his Treasury 
Department bosses informing him that 
they had decided to go ahead with the 
shakeup. 
"You are hereby directed to imple­ 
ment this plan, effective December 1, 
1976,” he was ordered. The election of 
Jimmy Carter only made the lame ducks 
at Treasury more determined to com­ 
plete the reorganization before the 
Democrats take office. 
There is some justification, of course, 
for shaking up the ATF. Its confidential 
files contain evidence that the agency 
has been plagued with problems Here 
are just a few highlights; 
- In Dayton, two special agents got 
into a squabble at the local ATF office. 
One agent pulled a gun and shot the other 
to death. 
—Last year, an agent who was pushing 
narcotics tried to frame a defendant on 
phony extortion charges. 


Spanish-Americans or other minority 
agents at all in the southeast region. 
Treasury U ndersecretary Jerry 
Thomas told us that the ATF shakeup 
has been planned for more than a year 
and, therefore, cannot be called a last- 
ditch political maneuver. It is a long 
overdue move to professionalize the ATF 
he said. Meanwhile, Rep. John Conyers, 
D.-Mich., is investigating. 
Footnote: We recently reported that 
the Treasury Department was secretly 
investigating allegations that the ATF 
chief illegally accepted a gun from the 
host of a Las Vegas casino. The Treasury 
has now completed the investigation, 
which completely exonerates Davis. 


O PEN SEA SO N ; 
The E n ergy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion has let America’s electric power 
companies wiggle out of more than $650 
million in commitments to purchase 
enriched uranium. 


The $650 million bailout was known in­ 
side ERDA as “open season” — open 
season, that is, on the Treasury. 
The story is highly technical. The 
utilities have been required since 1973 to 
make long-term purchasing agreements 
for enriched uranium. This is the fuel for 
the controversial nuclear generators. 
The fu e l is p rod u ced at th ree 
government-owned plants and is sold to 
the u tilitie s in u n its known as 
"Separative Work Units.” 
Last year, the big power companies 
realized they had been widely optimistic 
in ordering the uranium units Construc­ 
tion and operational foul-ups. as well as 
the opposition to nuclear plants by en­ 


vironm entalists, had slowed down 
nuclear development. 
The utilities were stuck with con­ 
tracts, therefore, requiring them to pay 
for fuel they couldn’t use immediately. 
Even though the 100 largest utilities 
turned a net profit of 10 per cent on $48.2 
billion in revenue in 1975, the Ford ad­ 
ministration was quick to sympathize 
with them. 
An ERDA memo, uncovered by Ralph 
Nader’s Congress Watch and turned over 
to us contended that Treasury officials 
were concerned “mainly with the im­ 
mediate financial problems «»fronting 
domestic utilities. They encouraged any 
form of utility assistance that ERDA 
feels it can perform.” 
Almost miraculously, ERDA decided 
the nation suddenly needed to stockpile 
the nuclear units, thereby letting the 
utilities off the hook. The "open season” 
project went into effect on June 19, 1975. 
For the next two months, the utilities 
were permitted to cancel or defer 
enriched uranium deliveries. 
Of the nation’s 135 reactors, 101 took 
advantage of the "open season” oppor­ 
tunity. They cancelled between $15 
million and $18 million in orders and 
postponed the delivery date on an ad­ 
ditional $636 million worth of nuclear 
fuel. 
Footnote. An ERDA spokesman in­ 
sisted that the taxpayers won’t lose any 
money in the end, since the uranium fuel 
eventually w ill be sold to other 
custom ers 
But he acknowledged: 
“There has not been an attempt to track 
precisely what the effect of ‘open season 
has been.”
